MINISTRY Of TRANSPORT 

NOTIFICATIONS 
New Delhi, the 1st April, 1960. 

No, 51-TAO(6)/80 . — In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
sub-section (2) of sectioin 62 of the Delhi Road Transport Authority Act, I960 
(XIII of I960), the Central Government is pleased to make the following rules, 
namely : — 

Buies 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Delhi 
Road Transport Authority (Motor Vehicles Insurance Fund) Rulos, 1960. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of April, 1950. 

2. Definitions. In those rules, unless the context otherwise requires, — 

(a) “Act” means the Delhi Road Transport Authority Act, 1950 (XIII 

of 1960). 

(b) "Authority" moans the Delhi Road Transport Authority. 

(c) ‘‘Bank’’ means the Reserve Bank of India, Delhi or the Imperial 

Bank of India, New Delhi, as the ease -may be. 

(d) "Fund” means the fund established undeV rule 8, 

(e) "accounting year” means (he year / T;o J mmencing from 1st April, an 

ending with the 81st March of the 'following year. 
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3. Establishment of the Fund. — Tho Authority may at any time after the 
commencement of the rules, establish a Fund to be called “the Delhi Road 
Transport Authority (Motor Vehicles Insurance) Fund’'. 

4. Amount of the Fund. — (1) The Fund shall be established with an initial 
amount of not less than rupees one lakh, which shall be kept in deposit with 
the Rank. 

(2)) Subject to the provisions of sub-rule (3) the Authority shall pay into 
the Fund at the beginning of each accounting year commencing from the 1st 
April, 1951, in respect of its vehicles in a running condition, tho following 
amount namely : — - 

(i) Rs. 180 for each transport vehicle. 

(ii) Rs. 100 for each motor car, station wagon or jeep. 

(iii) Rs, 50 for each motor oyole, 

Explanation. — In this sub-rule, “vehicles in running condition" mean all 
the vehicles of the Authority which are expected to be in operation at any time 
during the accounting year. 

(8) When the Fund exceeds rupees three lakhs the annual contribution 
referred to in sub-rule (‘2) shall cease to be payablo provided that if thereafter 
the amount at the credit of the Fund fallB below rupees three lakhs, such 
annunl contribution shall again become payable but the contribution shall 
consist of a sum equal to tho difference between rupees three lakhs and the 
actual amount for the time being to the credit of the Fund, or a sum calculated 
at the rate specified in sub-rule (2), whichever is less. 

5. Investment of the Fund. — From tho amount to the oredit of the Fund 
the Authority shall keep and maintain a cash deposit of not less than rupees 
titty thousand in the Rank. Tho rest of the amount to the credit of the Fund 
shall be invested in Government securities. 

6. Securities held as a deposit in the Fund. — (1) All Government securities 
in which the Fund is invested shall be transferred to tho Bank by the Authority, 

(2) It shall be competent for the Authority at any time to exchange the 
Government securities for cash or for other Government securities of equal or 
greater market value, or both, for cash and such other securities and the Bank 
shall carry out tho instructions issued by the Authority for such exchange after 
charging the usual commission to the Authority, The securities so exchanged 
shall also be transferred to the Bank. 

7. Deposits — procedure. — (1) As soon as the Fund is established the Bank 
shall send to the Authority a statement specifying the assets held by it on 
behalf of the Authority and shall also send a copy thereof to the Central Gov- 
ernment in the Ministry of Transport. 

(2) The statement referred to in sub-rule (2) shall be sent in the same man- 
ner and to the some Authority whenever there is a change in the assets of the 
Authority held by the Bank. 

8. Interest on deposit in the Fund. — Interest realised on cash deposits or 
the securities held in the Fund shall be paid by the Bank to the Authority. 

9. Withdrawal from the Fund. — (1) No amount shall be withdrawn from 
tho Fund except for the purpose of meeting any liability arising out of the use 
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of any vehicle of the Authority which the Authority or any person in the em 
ployment of the Authority may incur to third parties. 

(2) The Authority shall, subjoct to such conditions and restrictions as Si 
may impose in this behall, authorise one of its officers to draw monies from th 
Fund for the purpose mentioned in sub-rule (1). 

(S) A copy of the authorisation referred to in sub-rule (2) duly authenticated 
by a competent officer of the Authority shall be sent to the Hank which shall 
permit withdrawals only by ihc officer named in such authorisation and subject 
to the conditions and restrictions conjoined therein. 

10. Settlement of claims — procedufT ). — The Authority shall comply w'ith 
suoh directions as the Contral Government muy from time to time issuo with 
respect to the procedure to be followed for settlement of claims which are to 
be met out of tho Eund. 


— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2 
of section 4 of the Delhi Eoad Transport Authority Act, 1950 (XITI of i960), 
the Central Government is pleased to nominate the Chief Commissioner of 
Delhi, a member of the Delhi Eoad Transport Authority, to be the Chairman 
of tho said Authority.

Customs Act, 1924, (XIX of 1924), the Central Board of Revenue is pleased. — 

(a) to establish the Land Customs Stations, specified m column 1 of 

the Schedule hereto annexed foi the levy of duties of land customs 
m the land customs areas adjoining the Frontiers with the Domi- 
nion of Pakistan and tho Portuguese Settlement of Diu, and 

(b) to prescribe the loutes specified in column 2 of the said Schedulo as 

tho routes by which alone any goods may pass by land out of or 
into the Foreign territories oi the Dominion of Pakistan and the 
Portuguese settlement of Diu, or to or from any Land 
Customs Stations specified in column 1 of the said Schedule 
from or to the Palostnii frontier or the frontier with the Portu- 
guese settlement of Diu, as the ca^e may be. 

Provided that nothing in clause (b) shall apply to goods to which sub- 
sections (1), (2) and (8) of Section 5 of the said Act are, by virtue of a 
notification issued under sub-section (4) of the said Section, for the time being 
inapplicable.
